"THE THINGS THAT COUNT." 
Being the Susbtance of an Address 
.by Colonel Mitchell to the Tem- 
ple Bandsmen on. Sunday After- 

On Snnday afternoon, at the close 
of the meeting at Lisgar Street, 
Colonel Mitchell, in company with 
Adjt. Hanapan, took tea with the 
Tentpre llanilsmcn, "and afterwards 
gave them an impromptu address. 
The Colonel received a rousing wel- 
come, as he always docs when he 
visits Canada, and especially when 
he gets anions Bandsmen, Like 
their comrades in the Old Land, the 
Temple Bandsmen feci highly hon- 
oured 1 when the International Stair 
Bandmaster can visit them. 

But the Colonel's address. Ii was 
.1 practical exposition of the prin- 
ciples of Bands manship. Would 
that it could be reproduced in full 
and sent in pamphlet form to 
every Bandsman the world ovcrl 
"He seemed 10 understand our 
needs so well,'' said one Bandsman, 
and his comrades gave assent with 
a knowing nod. And that is just the 
secret o£ Colonel George Mitchell's 
influence with The Army's Bands- 
men: he knows the nten and their 
needs so wcIL" What he says and 
docs bears the hall mark of recog- 
nized authority, and hence wc de- 
light m hear him. 

Ko phrase better expresses the 
spirit and trend of the Colonel's ad- 
dress than the One he himself used : 



Th« ShiiifcS ttu.t cniiiit," For (lie 
hcneF.t oi* our Hands in 1 11 comrades 
wc wilt quote a number of the Col- 
onel's most striking sentences: 

The Bandsman must fett individ- 
ual responsiblliiy for the Hniid, Wn 
,nre tempted to rely too much on 
each other and feel that many things 
said and dono applv to "the other 
fellow"— not to us. 

On the other hand wc must be the 
very strongest expression of all that 
the word "Uand" means. Some peo- 
ple say it is wrong 10 buttress one- 
sv.K ui» with other*. Some say wc 
must depend solely on our inherent 
powers. But uo ! I ^"y it is your 
duty a ltd pririlegc to associate your- 
selves one with another, so that 
whatever comes along-~trials, dif- 
ficulties, misunderstandings, and 
Set-backs — you «-ill stand firm, each 
oian saying; ''Whoever clae quits, I 
will no't do so." 

"The Baud" "S something which is 
partly in all of yon, its actual soul 
giving expression only through the 
whole body of men. As a Band wc 
arc capable of something which wc 
arc not capable of as individuals. 
Ii wc hold ourselves apart P then 
wc arc in fact nc.'er iit the Band. 
There must be unity of spirit and 
purpose. 

It is not the instrument a man 
plays that makes him a success or a 
failure. It is the spirit of the mail. 

Successful Battels result when the 
Bandsmen have hueii taught and 
tnincd to throw nil they havc into 
the pot — so to speak. Dn everything 
that will bind you 10 your Saviour; 
everything that will hind you to the 
Cross; everything that will hind you 
to The Aniiy and to the Baud. This 
is the secret of success'.
